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The way God led me out of busi- 
ness into Christian work was as 
follows: 

I had never lost sight of Jesus 
Christ since the first night I met 
Him in the store at Boston. ‘But 
{ for years I was only a nominal 
Christian, really believing that I 
could not work for God. No one 
had ever asked me to do anything. 

When I went to Chicago, I hired 
five pews in a church, and used to 
go out on the street, and pick up 
young men, and fill these pews. I 
never spoke to those young men 
about their souls; that was the 
work of the elders, I thought. Af- 
ter working for some time like that, 
I started a mission Sabbath Schooi. 
I thought numbers were every- 
thing, and so worked for numbers. 
When the attendance ran below one 
thousand, it troubled me; and when 
it ran to twelve or fifteen hundred, 
I was elated. Still none were con- 


verted; there was no harvest. Then | 


God opened my eyes. 

There was a class of young la- 
dies in the school, who were with- 
out exception the most frivolous set 
of girls I ever met. One Sunday 
ne teacher was ill, and I took that 

ass. They laughed in my face, 


nd I felt like opening the door and | 
elling them all to get out and nev- | 


er come back. 

That week the teacher of the 
class came into the store where I 
worked. He was pale, and looked 
very il. 

“What is the trouble?” I asked. 

“I have had another hemorrhage 
of my lungs. The doctor says I 
cannot live on Lake Michigan, so I 
am going to New York State. I 
suppose I am going home to die.” 

He seemed greatly troubled, and 
\when I asked him the reason, he 
| replied: 

“Well, I have never led any of 
my class to Christ. I really believe 
I have done the girls more harm 
than good.” 

I had never heard anyone talk 
like that before, and it set me 
thinking. 

After a while I said: “Suppose 
you go and tell them how you feel. 
I will go with you in a carriage, if 
you want to go.” 

He consented, and we started out 

ether. It was one of the best 
journeys I ever had on earth. We 
went to the house of one of the 
girls, called for her, and the teach- 
er talked to her about her soul. 
There was no laughing then! Tears 
stood in her eyes before long. Af- 
ter he had explained the way of 
life, he suggested that we have 
prayer. He asked me to pray. True, 
I had never done such a thing in 
my life as to pray God to convert 
a young lady there and then. But 
we prayed, and God answered our 
prayer. 

We went to other houses. He 
would go upstairs, and be all out 
of breath, and he would tell the 
girls what he had come for. It 
wasn’t long before they broke 
down, and sought salvation. 

When his strength gave out, I 
took him back to his lodgings. The 
next day we went out again. At 
the end of ten days he came to the 
store with his face literally shining. 

“Mr. Moody,” he said, “the last 
one of my class has yielded her- 
self to Christ.” 

I tell you, we had a time of re- 
joicing. 

He had to leave the next night, 
so I called his class together that 
night for a prayer-meeting, and 
there God kindled a fire in my soul 
that has never gone out. The 
height of my ambition had been to 
be a successful merchant, and if I 
had known that meeting was going 
to take that ambition out of me, I

might not have gone. But how 
many times I have thanked God 
since for that meeting! 

The dying teacher sat in the 
midst’ of his class, and talked with 
them, and read the 14th chapter of 
John. We tried to sing “Blest be 
the tie that binds,” after which we 
knelt down to prayer. I was just 
rising from my knees, when one of 
the class began to pray for her 
dying teacher. Another prayed, and 
another; and before we rose, the 
whole class had prayed. As I went 
out I said to myself: 

“Oh, God, let me die rather than 
lose the blessing I have received 
tonight!” 

'» The next evening I went to the

|er. Just before the train started, 
one of the class came, and before 
long, without any prearrangement, 
they were all there. What a meet- 
ing that was! We tried to sing, but 
| we broke down. The last we saw

car, his finger pointing upward, 
telling that class to meet him in 
heaven. 

I didn’t know what this was go- 
ing to cost me. I was disqualified 


for business; it had become dis- 
‘tasteful to me. I had got a taste 
of another world, and cared no 
more for making money. For some 
days after, the greatest struggle 
of my life took place. Should I give 
up business and give myself to 
Christian work, or should I not? 
I have never regretted my choice. 
Oh, the luxury of leading some 
one out of the darkness of this 
world into the glorious light and 
liberty of the Gospel!

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Southern Baptist Modernism 


Infidelity Worse Than Ingersoll’s and 
Paine’s Heard, Sponsored, Endorsed 
and Re-Endorsed by the Southern 
Baptist Convention 


WITH UNDENIABLE DOCUMENTARY PROOF 


BY JOHN R. RICE 


Southern Baptist people have been betrayed, misled, 
and deceived by their leaders. Most of the common Bap- 
tists believe the Bible and hold to the fundamentals of the 
faith as revealed from God in the inspired Word. A ma- 
jority. of the preachers likewise hold to the old faith, but 
not so tenaciously as they hold to their denominational 
standing and their jobs. But Southern Baptist official 
leaders have sold out to modernism, stifled their conscienc- 
es, and in some cases, deliberately forsaken the faith once 
delivered to the saints. 


That charge is definite, ought to be proved, and will be 
proved in this article so that there can be no doubt in the 
minds of intelligent, spiritually minded, inquiring people. 
Those willing to know the truth are challenged to read, pon- 
der and pray, and then act as God leads. 


There are many cases of modernism among Southern 
Baptists, but let us discuss here the case of the Southern 
Baptist Convention Sermon, delivered at the Convention 
meeting at Birmingham, Alabama. Dr. John W. Phillips, 
pastor, First Baptist Church, Mobile, Alabama, was the 
preacher, and the date was May 13, 1931. This case .is not 
simply the case of an individual preacher gone wrong, but 
that sermon, the only one delivered at the Convention, was 
an official utterance, by a man elected by the Convention a 
year ahead of time to make it. That “sermon” was pre- 
pared at the Convention’s behest, delivered to the largest 
attendance of the Convention, heard by them without a& pre- 
test, published and heralded as the official ConvVéntion 
sermon. Dr. Phillips was selected and nominated to preach 
that sermon by a committee including one naan from each 
southern Baptist state, at the 1930 Convention. Dr. L. R. 
Scarborough was the Texas member of that committee, ac- 
cording to the minutes. Then the Convention’ voted and 
elected Dr. Phillips to preach the Convention sermon the 
following year, 1931, at Birmingham. He preached this in- 
fidel sermon as the representative of the Convention. No - 
protest was made by the Convention, and the sermon was 
published widely by Southern Baptist papers, including The 
Baptist Standard in Texas. 


Some of us who are fighting for the fundamentals of 
the faith, “contending for the faith” as we are commanded 
to do, exposed the modernism of that wicked, Christ-dis- 
honoring sermon; Brother Sam Morris, of Stamford, Texas, 
and I both attacked it in The Fundamentalist and over the 
radio and before great audiences. So did others elsewhere: 
So the following year, 1932, the Southern Baptist Conven- 
tion “vindicated”’ the preacher and the sermon by electing 
Dr. Phillips Vice-president of the Convention, in which 
office he remained till the 1933 meeting! No one can deny, 
then, that Dr. Phillips’ sermon before the Convention rep- 
resents the Convention. It’s infidelity may properly be 
charged to the officialdom, the leadership of the Conven- 
tion. They chose the man before, listened to his modern- 
ism, then endorsed and honored him afterward. 


Nor can the leaders plead ignorance. Dr. Phillips was 
pastor, had been for many years, of a great Southern Bap- 
tist church. His modernism was notorious. He had a year 
to prepare the sermon. It was written out and copies pre- 
sented before hand to denominational papers. They print- 
ed it the same week and printed copies were distributed 
free at the Convention. And the modernism, while in 
feigned, dishonest words, was yet so definitely stated that 
no man fit to preach and lead God’s people could avoid see- 
ing its infidelity, if his first allegiance were to Christ and 
His Word. The sermon represents the leadership of the 
Southern Baptist Convention, and for its attack on the old 
faith, they must give an account to God.

THE “DEATH IN THE POT;" FATAL HERESIES IN THIS 
CONVENTION SERMON 


But what is so bad in this convention sermon? In 
what way does it deserve the charge of outright infidelity? 
That is a fair question. Here are definite teachings that 
deny the inspiration of the Bible, the deity of Christ and 
Blood Redemption, with every essential of the Christian 
faith. Dr. Phillips said; . 

1. That the ceremonial ritual of the Mosaic law was 
devised by the priests, not commanded by God. 

2. That the altars and sacrifices of the Old Testament 
were “ghostly forms of ancient superstition’ which “ob- 
scured the growing light.”’ 

3. That the animal sacrifices of lambs, bullocks, etc. 
offered by priests under the Mosaic law, were without di- 
vine authority, “a relic of paganism, an abomination to 
Jehovah, who hated and despised them.” The clear object 
is to get away from the blood atonement and the inspira- 
tion of the Scriptures. 

4. He said that the ark of the covenant and the law 
of tithes were instituted by covetous priests for their own 
profit, instead of being definitely revealed and commanded 
of God as the Scriptures clearly and emphatically state. 

.. That Jesus, not knowing the hearts of men, expected 
the Pharisees and Jewish leaders “‘to share his enthusiasm 
and follow him;” that the rejection and crucifixion of Christ 
were not forseen by Him. 

6. That the writers of the New Testament misunder- 
stood Christ’s teaching and that those books do not rep- 
resent correctly His Truth. 

7. That we have misunderstood and “must restudy, in 
the light of the kingdom, some of our great words and 
favorite phrases,” such as “the atonement,” “salvation,” 
and “redemption.” In other words, that Christians general- 
ly, except the modernists, have been wrong on these doc- 
trines! 

8. That the sacrifices of the Old Testament have no 
theological meaning for us; that blood, slain lambs, etc. 
should not mould our doctrine of salvation, and that “God 

. -will not pronounce us righteous until we really are,” 
that is, that there is no justification by faith. 

9. That we Baptist preachers will seek to have per- 
sonal and social righteousness like Jesus had, not counting 
Jesus our righteous substitute; “making our Lord’s sacri- 
se the incentive to this righteousness and not a substitute 

or it.” 

The above nine statements clearly and fairly represent 
the positions taken by Dr. Phillips in this infamous Con-

vention sermon. And he definitely and explicitly states 
those positions, each in a separate paragraph. Now we 
will take his statements, word for word, so that you may 
know just how rotten, how evil, how Satanic is this false 
teaching, endorsed by the officialdom of the Southern Bap- 


tist Convention. 


\ The Bible foretells that false teachers should arise, 
that they should use “feigned words,” (II Peter 2:1-3), 
that they “privily shall bring in damnable heresies, even 
denying the Lord that brought them” (II Peter 2:1). 
Modernists are deceitful in language, as the Bible says, but 
prayerful hearts can see through this wickedness. Notice 
that in fairness we give the exact words, and long enough 
passages that they could not be misunderstood.
